One of the subjects that the 
Evening Students Association 
seemed to be agreed upon at last 
Saturday's special meeting was the 
fact that the ballots had been tam- 
pered with to so drastically cause 
the discrepancies that were evident 
in the two recounts following the by- 
election two weeks ago. 

Their first motion of accepting the 
results of the initial tabulation on 
Friday, November 24, demon- 
strated their reluctance to believe 
the validity of the recounts that 
showed Herwig Jansen lose to 
Wayne Gray by only 6 votes after 
the initial count had shown him 
behind by 31. They also seemed 
sceptical about George Prous- 
saefs’ assertion that his count had 
so drastically changed because of 
a tremendous “mental error’ on the 
night of the first count. Proussaefs 
explained the reason for the 
“mental error’ by citing that every- 
body was tired and strained after 
a week of campaigning and were 
physically and emotionally drained. 
Mr. Dear commented to this by say- 
ing that “Mr Proussaefs can speak 
for himself.” Dear went on to point 
out that all parties concerned were 
present the night of the initial tabu- 
lation and they had verified each 
and every ballot as they were 
counted. For these reasons and 
others the council was prone to 
entertain thoughts that the ballots 
had been tampered with between 
the first night and the subsequent 
recount on Monday and Friday of 
last week. Mr. Dear pointed out that 
an alarming number of erasures 
had been discovered on Friday 
night that had not been noticed 
before. Mr. Proussaefs did not 
accept this statement. 

The problem is that while on the 
one hand the E.S.A. is doubtful

about the validity of the recount 
results they cannot, on the other 
hand, fathom how any tampering 
could have been done without the 
knowledge of either the Dean's 
office or the security people. 

Dean Flynn, who was present at 
Saturday's meeting explained just 
what the situation was with the sec- 
urity on the locked ballot box: “The 
night of the election, at approx- 
imately 2:30 a.m. after the rep- 
resentatives had counted the votes 
and made the results public, the 
ballot box was turned over to the 
Dean of Students office for safe- 
keeping. It was locked in Miss 
Rosenberg's office. In other words, 
there was the lock on the inside 


door to contend with and then the 


lock on the outer door of the Dean 
of Students office. It would have 
required either two keys or the one 
master key. The only time the doors 
were open that week-end was by 
the cleaning staff and they were the 
first people that | questioned. They 
had seen or heard nothing abnor- 
mal those two days.” 

The Chief Returning Officer 
Fanni Lobel then came under some 
questioning. She was asked about 
the security of the ballot box itself 
and stated that as far as she knew, 
she had the only key. Alfred Dear 
then pointed out that since the lock 
has been on the box for a long time 
it was impossible for council at that 
time to assert that no other key was 
in existence. The possibility of 
someone jimmying the hinges and 
gaining access to the ballots in such 
a way was also considered. 

The doubt about the entire situa- 
tion was supported by Dean Flynn 
Stating that “in twenty years of 
being associated with student 
elections, | have never seen such

Herwig Jansen, who lost the 
recent by-elections in the E.S.A. by 
31 votes and the subsequent 
recount by 6 votes, was adamant 
at Saturday's council meeting that 
the special committee organized by 
the E.S.A. to check into the vote 
tabulation investigate all aspects of 
the election. 

A little over a week ago when the 
first results of the election were 
posted Mr. Jansen’s only comment 
was, ‘l lost and! wish the new coun- 
cil all the best of luck.” In the confu- 
sion that has ensued over the last 
10 days, however, Jansen has 
returned to his campaign week 
allegation that the E.S.A. was 
grossly unfair in their suspension 
of by-law 24 just three days before 
election week. 


The alteration of by-law 24 had 
allowed candidates to actively cam- 
paign during the week of the elec- 
tion and Jansen had immediately 
denounced this council move, 
declaring that it reduced the voting 
to a “popularity contest” “a three- 
ring circus.” 


At Saturday's emergency meet- 


ing, Jansen indicated that there 
were many other aspects of the 
election that should be investigated 
by the task force. Council, however, 
Saw fit to commission their inves- 
tigative force to only the counts and 
recounts involved.

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JULY 


Sir George Williams University was stunned by the successive deaths 
of two of their most accomplished English professors. Professor Sidney 
Lamb and Professor Neil Compton both passed away within ten days 
of each other and Sir George faculties and staff joined in mourning the 
losses of two men with personality, wit and great courage. Both men 
were well-known outside of Sir George, Professor Lamb as a former 
CBC film critic and Professor Compton as an author and literature critic. 
A charity fund was instituted in memory of the two. 


AUGUST 


In response to the declining enrollment numbers at all universities in 
Canada, Sir George joined the public relations parade and began to 
show itself off outside university walls. From August 23-26 the Fairview 
Shopping Mall was the centre of an exhibit by Sir George. The 
extravaganza was a mild success with the commerce faculty being gener- 
ally acknowledged as staging the most organized exhibit. Also in August, 
Quebec announced changes in the bursary system that made more money 
available to the married student. It was also the month that news began 
to filter out regarding finalization of Loyola-Sir George merger plans. 
Sir George athletic director Paul Arsenault abdicated to become hockey 
coach of the Loyola Warriors and Bob Philip was appointed coach of 
the Georgians. 


SEPTEMBER 


One of September's biggest headaches was cured with the first smooth 
execution of pre-registration. The average delay in the process shrank 
from a two hour average to a 15 minute average. 

The dean of students office announced that they would revamp and 
reinstitute the Student Initiated Projects Program. The University Council 
of Student Life put forward $10,000 to the ‘und in their continuing drive 
to “give the money back to the students.” Early response to the S.I.P. 
program was disappointing but it picked up a little later. 

The Sir George Evening Students Association took a decisive step 
toward the upcoming merger by meeting with Loyola E.S.A. president 
Marika Kontra. 

In other September news the cafeteria was renovated in a move that 
was aimed at cutting losses. Andre Laprade, in charge of the alterations, 
summed up the new 7th floor as turning towards “snack foods and vending 
with a need to create an atmosphere condusive to good enjoyment—c- 
leaner, less noise.” 

September also saw a Sir George—Montreal Symphony Orchestra 
agreement reached whereby the M.S.O. would rehearse and perform 
at Sir George. Maestro Franz-Paul Decker was made a “professor of 
music.” 

The football team began their ill-fated season by losing 26-0 to Loyola. 

In September, too, the merger began to take shape with the release 
of the Model for the New University. Loyola Science Faculty immediately 
began to grumble about their position in the new university. 


OCTOBER 


The eighth month of the year began with the university still in good 
spirits about the Team Canada victory in Moscow and the subsequent 
gala Septemberfest on the Mezzanine. Things became a little more sober 
as Montreal law students staged massive demonstrations to protest the 
Quebec Bar Association’s entrance examinations. 

Merger details began to be relegated to back pages of newspapers 
as the university body showed no interest in the evolution of the Model 
for a New University. 

Some political play began midway through the month as the squeeze 
was applied to E.S.A. Chief Returning Officer Lorna Sandler. 

A strike by Otis Elevator began to affect the already-dismal performance 
of Sir George escalators. The strike is still not settled. 

The hockey team began to erase the indignities of their football counter- 
parts by beginning their exhibition schedule with a 3-2 win over Loyola. 

Publicized food manager Armand Benny tendered his resignation late 
in October for “health reasons”. 


NOVEMBER 


Where the evening student representatives had been in the news for 
their dismissal of Chief Returning Officer Lorna Sandler, the day side 
began some front page living. They decided to evaluate the student union 
on Crescent Street and are still kicking the question around. 

The first week of November also saw Arts holding their annual Open 
House. 

Claude Boulanger was named as the replacement for Armand Benny 
in the position of Food Services Manager and_resignations continued 
as John Harrison, head of CIT’s film section, quit. 

November also saw the merger drifting quietly into reality without much 
public comment on the issue. December opens with the new institution 
as yet un-named. 
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We are not opposed to recounts. 
They are a necessary by-product of all elections 
and another tool of fair and just democracy and as 


such should be available to every candidate for politi-' 


cal office. There are, however, quite serious ramifica- 
tions of recount results. This is especially true at, let’s 
say, the university level when the entire election 
revolves around, let’s suppose four candidates for 
two cabinet posts. 

Take for instance the recent Evening Students 
Asssociation by-elections. Very late Friday night, it 
will be remembered, the official results were posted. 
In the race for executive secretary Herwig Jansen 
lost to Wayne S. Gray by 31 votes. 

Or so everybody believed. 

Lo and behold however, three days later it was 
discovered that the difference had been a mere six 
votes. And as Wayne S. Gray remarked a few days 
later, “I’m in favour of recounts but maybe that’s 
because | was still the victor.” Which makes one 
wonder just what the repercussions would have been 
had Jansen collected seven votes more.

Art McQuade has made those 
sacrifices and, even if he were 
devoid of talent, | feel that he has 
earned the right of exemption from 
mindless affronts by a person such 
as Mr. Lauzon. If both Mr. McQuade 
and Mr. Lauzon were profession- 
als, it would be a different matter 
but they are amateurs and, on a 


relative scale Mr. McQuade's bas- 
ketball skills far outstrip Mr. 
Lauzon’s skill as a writer or a repor- 
ter. 

lf Mr. Lauzon had checked his 
facts, he would have learned that 
Albany Business College floors one 
of the best junior college basketball 
teams in New York (they beat 
McGill by more than 30 points the 
day after their victory over Sir 
George) and the Georgians actu- 
ally played extremely well in the 
game which Mr. Lauzon chose to 
attend. 

In closing, | would like to repeat 
that | am not opposed to freedom 
of the press. If Mr. Lauzon wishes 
to criticize the Georgians as a 
TEAM, that’s fine.

Christmas: The 
Celebration ofa 
Dead Habit 


The word Christmas originally comes from the mass of Christ and 
celebrates the birth of Christ on the 25th of December. The date has 
no_ recorded evidence for its temporal accuracy but it is possible since 
the Romans had a feast for their sun god (“the Unconquered Sun” ) 
on that day and since Christ was celebrated as the birth of Him Who 
was the “Light of the World”, and the true “Sun of Justice” this date 
seems a natural choice. The popes apprently chose December 25 to 
draw people from the worship of a material sun god to the adoration 
of Christ. 

Historically speaking, by about the year 1100 Christianity was the 
popular religion of Europe and Christmas was a devoted celebration. 
The reformation brought about a decline in the festivities. Sacramentals 
and ceremonies disappeared and much of the colour and rite was lost. 
In fact when the Puritans came into power in England they attempted 
to outlaw the feast of Christmas as a pagan and idolatrous rite. 

Christmas moved to north America with the Spaniards, missionaries 
and French in Canada, however in New England Christmas remained 
outlawed until the last half of the 19th century, and was kept a working 
day. In fact it was not until the influx of religious immigrants came that 
the customs of New England were changed and Christmas was accepted. 

Christmas as celebration has existed for centuries and the question 
is does it retain any of its original religious significance of redemption 
and salvation. Obviously for non-Christians and those who practice the 
faith only at Christmas and Easter the celebration is meaningless in a 
spiritual sense. It is perhaps true of modern man and his alienation from 
the sacred that he has lost touch with the time in religious manner and _ 
is merely acting out a habit. In fact is appears that the only people who 
are dedicated to this time of year in a passionate way are those producing 
and selling consumer goods. This is not meant to be sermonistic but 
merely analytic and in the final analysis the question remains: Why celeb- 
rate a dead habit?

A FILM REVIEW BY 
JULIA MASKOULIS 


After having considered the mat- 
ter thoroughly, | have arrived at the 
conclusion that the most expedient 
way of reviewing The Great Waltz 
would be to ignore it. Upon second 
consideration, however, another 
method of reviewing would be to 
quote one line from the Prize- 
winning script (capital P stands for 
exactly what it says ) by director/p- 
roducer/writer Andrew L. Stone. 
Any man (or woman—we believe 
in sexual equality on this paper ) 
who could make Johann Strauss 
turn to his wife and say, ‘l’m just 
a bar-room fiddler with a bag of 
tricks,” must either have a lowly 
opinion of the audience or of the 
composer, and | have a sneaking 
intuition it’s the former. 

The movie begins with the fol- 
lowing prologue: 

This is a factual portrayal con- 
cerning the life of Johann 
Strauss, Jr., of the conflict with 
his father; his struggles; his 
triumphs; his women; and his 
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THE GREAT WALTZ 


OR 


marriage. 

Now if the prologue had also been 
the epilogue things might not have 
reached their present state of 
degenracy. 

But |-like to think of the whole 
film as an accident. | am sure that 
many film critics would have a 
Popeye-punching-bag session with 
this movie, after which they could 
go home feeling light and cleansed 
(figuratively speaking), otherwise 
known as getting rid of aggressive 
impulses by transfusion... (tran- 
smission?? ). 

However,-|, in all honesty would 
like to be fair to Mr. Stone and 
absolutely refuse to direct my own 
feelings of hostility and aggression 
towards this accident... | mean, 
this film. The fact that it is trashy 
and shows a great degree of 
incompetence, amateur writing, 
and a kindergarten sense of humor 
(written by Stone himself) is no 
reason why | would want to be hos- 
tile towards it. The fact that the 
choreography is so bad that it looks 
like the cameraman left the camera 
rolling during rehearsal and acci- 
dentally this was misplaced into the 
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final film, in fact, the hope, and | 
do hope, that this film was an acci- 
dent, is the only reason why | am 
even writing—in the hope of 
rationalizing this accidental string of 
incidents which led to the making 
of the film—tright down to the acci- 
dental shipping of the film on the 
plane which was destined to deliver 
egg-noodies and pap to the peas- 
ants of Zambania, but which, acci- 
dentally, was hijacked to Montreal. 

Of course | would not want to 
deprecate the film or be unduly 
harsh. But Mr. Stone could not alter 
the beautiful castles it was filmed 
in, the location, nor could he re- 
write Strauss, although most prob- 
ably itchy-fingers was contemplat- 
ing a series of accidents in this 
direction as well. 

The classic ending to this review 
(have patience, we're almost 
finished ) would be to tell you to take 
your mother to see the film. That 
might be an accident for you unless 
you could develop severe cramps 
or a 2-hour-case of-dysentry and 
sit in the gents or ladies listening 
to the beautiful music but sparing 
your eyes.

WEDDING 
IN WHITE 


WEDDING IN WHITE is one of 
the uglier nostalgic films made of 
the past. 

The place is the United States. 
The time, World War Il. The story 
is about the plight of a lower-class 
family, trying to salvage moral 
idealism and dignity in prevailing 
. decay. 

More specifically, the story is 
about Jeannie (played by Carol 
Kane), the 16-year-old under- 
developed daughter. Jeannie is the 
epitomy of this idealism. But it is 
failing idealism, unable to survive 
in this world, just like Jeannie her- 
self. 

Jeannie is a whispy, dreamy, 
giggly, innocent child. Her brother 
comes home on furlough and 
brings with him a friend, Billy. Billy 
rapes Jeannie. The two soldiers get 
up in the morning and sneak away. 

Jeannie is left carrying a child. 
When her parents find:out they are 
disgraced. They decide to keep 
Jeannie at home but to preserve 
family honour. They find her a 
groom. In the way they choose to 
solve this problem, Jeannie’s 
wedding becomes, metaphorically, 
a wedding in black. 
_ But this is only the story of the 
film, not what it is really about. The

filmis really about men and women, 
and their relationship as the writer- 
director sees it, one of rape and 
abuse. 

The film is a very potent state- 
ment against chauvinism. Men and 
women are seen as two forces: the 
one submissive, the other aggres- 
sive. The men in the film are loud, 
boorish, insensitive. They are the 
ones who Survive in war as they 
are given to being aggressive and 
lacking sensitivity. 

The women cannot survive as 
well. They are either stoical and 
sensible, like Jeannie’s mother, try- 
ing to preserve dignity and chinking 
tea-cups to obliterate the drinking 
bouts. Or, they become sluts like 


‘Jeannie’s friend, aggressive and 


loud behaving in the same manner 
as men. These are the only women 
that survive. Their tactics are to 
abuse and manipulate men in the 
same way men manipulate women. 

This is a very beautiful but very 
sad film. It is reminiscent of THEY 
SHOOT HORSES DON'T THEY. 
You either like it, or you don't. It 
is a rather depressive but sensitive 
account of plight—of what to do 
when the soldiers pilfer the crops 
and leave only dirt behind. It is 
about the plight of idealism—strug- 
gling to keep its head above water 
in a world drowning in a whirlpool 
of corruption.

The theme of the flick is a blend 
of the innocent man found guil- 
ty—this is Dick Blaner, the con- 
victed sex-killer accused when his 
ex-wife and girlfriend are mur- 
dered—and his mate Rusk, who is 
the real killer but who frames his 
“friend”.

In the trial scene where the inno- 
cent Blaney pledges revenge after 
his conviction suspense mounts 
again. The police. commissioner 
who arrested him investigates Rusk 
and determines his guilt but without 
substantial evidence. Here many 
the humor of the scenes are of the 
commissioner and his wife enter in. 
The commissioner wants plain old 
food but his wife gives grotesque 
gourmet foods; fish head soup and 
orast quail the size of sparrows. 
She also when the commissioner 
discusses the broken fingers of a 
corpse breaks breadsticks making 
an exact replica of the sound. The- 
ending of the film is neatly tied up 
in a macabre manner with Blaney 
pounding a dead corpse in Rusk’s - 
bed and the commissioner entering 
to finally arrest Rusk. 

Frenzy is a film in the typical 
Hitchcock style, commercial and 
depending on the visceral reaction 
of the audience to sex, murder and 
injustice. Itis definitely worth seeing 
if you enjoy a taut stretched sus- 
pense, excellent characterization of 
roles and an interesting relationship 
between melodrama and setting.

The Beatles began, or, coinci- 
dentally, were at the head of a new 
era which showed a consistent 
progression towards radicalism in 
music, dress and thought and new 
taste in music. 

My first memory of the Beatles 
is back in January 1963 when they

Long because they had gone into it as underdogs and lived 
up to knowledgable predictions.

They defeated 
U.N.B. in their exhibition opener and never came close to winning 
another. 

They lost in exhibition play to McGill and dropped six out of 
six in subsequent league contests. Some were respectably close.

This article has to be part reflection, part personal experience, 
part analysis. The easy way out would be to harp on the short- 
comings of the team in the way of performance during the past 
season. 

This approach is denied to me for two reasons. One: certain 
players performed in outstanding fashion throughout the year; two: 
| predicted before the frist exhibition game that Sir George had 
no chance of finishing any better than last place. 

As for my pre-training-camp prediction, an analysis transpired 
could prove interesting. Dave King joined the Georgians as head 
coach in early August. In mid August | met coach King and inter- 
viewed him as column-fodder for our first issue. 

What was said can be split into two categndes: on the record 
material, and off the record talk. 

On the record coach King was optimistic regarding the upcoming 
season. He spoke in glowing terms of the recruiting that had been

He had high regard for the coaching assistants he was preparing 
to work with. 

He was delighted with the Press’ interest in what the head coach 
had to say about the fortunes of the Varsity Football Team in 1972. 
He was a transplanted head coach coming to a school with an 
undistinguished record, hoping to turn things around for the team, 
the school, and for himself. 

He failed. 

The marvelous recruiting job done by Athletics reaped only one 
dividend—John Desjardins. The spirit exhibited by the veterans 
quickly evaporated as they realized what they were in store for 
on a win-loss basis. One veteran told me before the first exhibition 
game “It's going to be a long season”. 

This was an unfortunate fact for the Georgians, as they went 
from non-distinguishment to oblivion in the college ranks.

The only thing | regret in my limited relationship 
with him is tht he saw fit to treat me as a member of the press—in 
other words, he lied to me. 

He told me after a practice which | had attended that the team 
was only two or three linemen away from being a bonified contender. 


Contender for what | dared not ask, judging from what | had wit-~ 


nessed that morning. 

There were sixteen players dressed for that particular “practice”. 
There were eight team officials*-including four coaches, one trainer, 
one equipment manager, two assistants. An ideal one for two ratio. 

As the season progressed Dave King said “Hi” twice to me and 
kept walking—fast. Last Saturday in Toronto he shunned the sports 
editor of this publication. 

Judging from my conversations with several members of the 
team since season's end, there can be no logical explanation for 
such behavior—excepting that King feels guilty on having been 
leary of what in effect amounted to fair and accurate réporting. 

For the players who deserve accolades, congratulations go to 
Gerry Puklicz, Alvin Johns, Ross Brooks, John Desjardins, Danny 
D’All, Stu Nichol, and Peter Kastanis. Job well done gentlemen! 

As for next year and the years to come. . . the QUAA has expired

cerned.

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Irresponsible Press 
Creates Wrong Impression

Ever wonder why the coverage 
of college sports in the major news- 
papers around town is so pathetic? 
Well to start with college reports 
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generally wind up as a tiny filler, 
submarined as near to the end of 
the sports sections as possible, 
unless the game was marred by a 
major brawl resulting in injury to 
fans or players. When a thriller of 
this nature does occur, it rates front 
page of the sports sections, blaring 
out the scrappiness of the particular 
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college sport. .

sidering that all of the big stars from 
Arsenault’s Quebec champions 
had left the team. People like Mur- 
ray, McNamara, Cullen, Tower and 
Shewchuck had all left the ranks 
of Georgian hockey. Philip set to 
work recruiting and found ten 
players to fill the gaps, and they 
were not just any players. He 
acquired Ouimet, the best defence- 
man in the league and although 
Arsenault and Philip had scouted 
him together, Ouimet did not join 
the Georgians until Bob Philip 
became head coach. Desfosses 
arrived in training camp through the 
efforts of Bill Hattem who recog- 
nized Desfosses’ talents while play- 
ing alongside him in Junior ‘A’ hoc- 
key. Brunet and Panting arrived at 
Sir George on their own after the 
departure of Arsenault. Allan King 
was a student at Loyola until 
Arsenault became hockey coach 
there. King then mysteriously 
switched to Sir George. Of the 
seven returning regulars that Philip 
had to use as his nucleus. for 
rebuilding, a couple would not have 
remained with the Georgians if 
Arsenault had not left for Loyola. 
To-put it mildly, they were not.on, 
the best of terms with Paul 
Arsenault. 

These players have since proven 
themselves integral parts of the 
new Georgian threat. Paul would 
actually be very much out of order 
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for wanting to take credit for the 
Georgians’ success. Philip worked 
hard and has built an outstanding 
team and is in line for a great deal 
of credit. 

Atchison plunges blindly on in his 
slanted report to say that Arsenault 
was “faced with the challenge of 
rebuilding a_ collegiate hockey 
force.” In this he intimates that 
Philip's chore was much simpler 
than Arsenault’s. Paul was blessed 
with a champion J.V. team at 
Loyola from which to draw potential 
players. Along with this, he had a 
returning cluster of seven starters. 
He had also come into a great deal 
of bargaining power with his move 
to Loyola and its higher athletics 
budget. 

Atchinson obviously struck out 
on all counts except for his report- 
ing of the final score of the 
Georgian-Warrior match which inci-
